rocks in the pasture. I saw one 
as I climbed the hill one day. 
The foolish fears of what might 
‘happen, I cast away among the 
elover scented grass, among the 
new mown hay. . : 
I noted the delicate veil of mist 
that softened all outlines. - The 
pond water danced and sparkled. 
‘As summer ages, the fields have 
a new grace, Every nook is lavish- 
ed with Queen Ann’s lace, 
L sat motionless on the old wall 
breathing in pure odors of the new 
. I was relaxed, aware of all 
the little sounds around ‘me en- 
joying the peace*yl calm of the 
distant hills, 


I wasn’t quite prepared for the p 


rising and falling of the hum of 
flies, which I presently heard. Un- 
til you sit at the edge of the forest 
on a still summer day you do 
not realize the number of insects 
buzzing about. They walked twigs, 
investigated debris, and droned 
forward and back in short flights. 
They were in various places and 
their sizes were as small as a gnat 
to the bigness of the bluebottles. 
One walked on my knee then took 
off by my ear seeming to make a 
tremendous buzzing sound, So, be- 
caus: of the stillness these insects 
seemed the noisest things around. 

A crown of clouds floated just 
above the mountain tops in the 
west. ; 

It is well to view the world 
sometimes just to see the beauty 
such as the clouds, the butterflies, 
the lacy ferns, and flowers at ev- 
ery turn, and forget its species. 
Each shadowed glen reveals so 
many treasured things. Beauty is 
silent. 

I saw spiders among the rocks 

carrying their egg cases, another 
reminder that little ceatures were 
planting their seeds during the 
closing season, 
- As I climbed higher, I discover- 
ed that many of the rocks were 
covered with carpets of hulls and 
fragments of seeds. These are gol- 
den days of plenty for rodents, 
their harvest time. When I looked 
out across space, down from the 
highest pasture there was the us- 
ual magnificent view except for 
the brown of thirsty grasses in 
spots. The brook and the pond 
Jooked a bit languid, panting for 
water, 

After going to the border of the 
last field, where the last grass 
‘was being cut, I turned back, 


Again I had visited these tree- 


‘Jess fields, under drifting clouds, 


surrounded by mountains in the 
sunlight, realizing that summer is 
drawing close to autumn, I had 
witnessed the last fraction of 
blooms of this section for the 
year, : 

‘ Nothing special happened on my 
way home except the sight of the 
Jovely little leaf wings, butter- 
flies, as they fluttered and shone, 
weaving in patterns of color 
against the green foliage. 

Then I came to the divide line 
between the pasture and the Bull- 
dozer Road, a barbed wire fence. 
I had to make a decision of going 
through or rolling under, I chose 
the latter this time; made it, but 
looked up to see a squirrel in the 
old apple tree, smirking at me, ag 
if to say, “You deserve it. Stop 
trespassing!”
